Requisites For Safe Driving 


The summer just passed has produced the usual crop of automobile 
accidents tc drivers and passengers in the three prairie provinces. The 
daily newspapers have duly recorded numerous accidents together with the 
names of killed and injured and, when the information was available, the 
causes of these frequent disasters 

It is yet too early to record figures detailing the number of accidents 
and the toll of dead and injured a > will be available later, but indica- 
tions are t there will little y, reduction below the 1935 record, 
lespite the safety first campaigns which have been waged by governmental 
authorities, automobil and commercial organizations interested in the 
subject, thr public press, over the air and through motion picture 
presentatior 

It does not necessarily foll that such campaigns are a failure, but 
it seems to y is short lived or that the capacity 
of automobile t natter how well-intentioned or 
how careful they may be, is below par » latter is probably a close ap- 
proach to corre ignosis of the ailment 

Statisticians and experts working es and available data on the 
causes of automobile accidents the United States last year came to the 
onclusion that the number of accidents arising from defective equipment 
or faulty mechanism is comparatively insignificant, from which it follows 
that the human element, the capacity and capability of the driver, is in the 


majority of cases, the factor mainly responsible for disasters on the high- 


ways. 

In other words, a large percent of automobile accidents, can be 
reasonably attributed to lack of train or lack of experience on the part 
of the driver and perhaps in many 21 combination of the two. This 
statement does not take into account accidents which can be charged up 
against recklessness, alcoholism or criminal negligence 

Undoubtedly lack of training and lack of experience are the causes of
